1. SUMMARY: PERU TABLED DRAFT RES DISCONTINUING SYG CONTACTS ON 
BASIS RES 309 AND REQUESTING SYG TO KEEP SC "FULLY INFORMED OF 

ANY NEW IMPORTANT DEVELOPMENTS CONCERNING QUESTION OF NAMIBIA." 
ADDITIONAL STATEMENTS MADE BY SYG, AMB LUSAKA (AS PRESIDENT, 
COUNCIL FOR NAMIBIA), AND REPS OF KENYA, GUINEA AND USSR. 

END SUMMARY. 

2. IN OPENING STATEMENT, SYG DISCUSSED REPORT CONTAINED IN 
S/10921 AND CORRIGENDUM. 1. HE INDICATED THAT HE HAD INSUFFICIENT 
TOME TO SEE ALL PARTIES CONCERNED INDIVIDUALLY PRIOR TO DEADLINE 
FOR REPORT. HE ADDED. HOWEVER, THAT HE SINCE HAD SPOKEN WITH REPS 
OF COUNCIL FOR NAMIBIA AND SWAPO, AND CHIEF KAPUUO, AND HAD 
TAKEN NOTE OF OAU DECLARATION. 

3. PERUVIAN AMB PEREZ DE CUELLAR INTRODUCED DRAFT RES S/1 1 152 
(SEPTEL). HE THANKED SYG FOR EFFORTS, BUT NOTED REGRET THAT SELF- 
DETERMINATION STILL DOES NOT EXIST IN NAMIBIA, DESPITE 
"CRYSTAL CLEAR" LEGAL AUTHORITY OF SECURITY COUNCIL." 
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HE DESCRIBED PERUVIAN DRAFT AS PRESERVING AUTHORITY NEEDED BY SYG. 
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4. AMB LUSAKA DESCRIBED SAG'S "CONTEMPTUOUS DISREGARD" OF SYG 
AND OF WORLD PUBLIC OPINION. BANTUSTAN POLICY MOVED AHEAD EVEN 
DURING CONTACTS. SAG DID NOT MAKE CONCESSIONS; IN TEN YEARS 
NAMIBIA WOULD NOT RECEIVE INDEPENDENCE; TEN YEARS ONLY WOULD ALLOW 
FOR SAG'S "EVIL MACHINATIONS." COUNCIL FOR NAMIBIA BELIEVES THAT 

ALL NATIONS SHOULD SUPPORT MATERIALLY NAMIBIA'S SELF- 
DETERMINATION. CONSULATES SHOULD BE WITHDRAWN FROM NAMIBIA, 
BILATERAL ASSISTANCE TO PRETORIA HALTED; TRANS-NATIONAL CORPORATE 
INVESTMENT IN NAMIBIA ENDED. SC SHOULD CONSIDER MEASURES 
"NOT EXCLUSIVE" OF CHAPTER VII STEPS. 

5. KENYAN AMB ODERO-JOWI HOPED "WESTERN GROUP" STILL WOULD 
APPLY PRESSURE ON SA. THOSE WHO COULD HAVE HELPED INSTEAD HAVE 
LOST GOOD WILL OF AF'S AND MEMBERS OF GA AND SC. ILLEGAL 
OCCUPIER CANNOT DETERMINE WHEN SELF-DETERMINATION IS TO COME 
TO NAMIBIA. REPEATING MEASURES URGED BY AMB LUSAKA, ODERO- 
JOWI URGED THAT EMBASSIES IN PRETORIA DELETE NAMIBIA 

FROM AREAS WITHIN THEIR OR THEIR CONSULATES' JURISDICATION. 

HE ASKED THAT PRESIDENT INVITE FORMALLY SWAPO, UNDER 
RULE 39, TO PARTICIPATE IN DEBATE. 

6. AS GUINEAN REP, MADAME CISSE, BEGAN, BRIEF OUTBURST IN 
GALLERY WAS MADE BY GROUP ADVOCATING HUMAN RIGHTS IN SOV 
UNION. THEY WERE HUSTLED OUT OF HALL. CISSE CITED OAU RES 
ON NAMIBIA AND URGED THAT SANCTIONS APPLIED TO SOUTHERN 
RHODESIA BE EXTENDED TO SA. 

7. MALIK (USSR) SAID THAT PRINCIPAL REASON ALLOWING SAG TO 
IGNORE UN RESES IS SUPPORT BY "CERTAIN WESTERN POWERS" AND 
THEIR MONOPOLIES. ANOTHER ENEMY OF AFRICANS IS ISRAEL, WHOSE 
ZIONISTS ARE RACISTS AND ALLY OF SA. WESTERN EUROPEAN NATIONS AND 
NORTH AMERICAN COUNTRIES, WHICH CONSIDER THEMSELVES 
DEFENDERS OF HUMAN RIGHTS, SHOULD SEE THEM IN PRACTICE 

IN SA. MALIK RECITED MARXIST THEORY OF PROFITS, ATTACKED 
UK TIES WITH SA FOR NAVAL MANEUVERS UNDER SIMONSTOWN 
AGREEMENT, AND SAID SA STILL RECEIVES WEAPONS FROM WESTERN 
POWERS. HE ADDED THAT SYG CONTACTS ARE DETRIMENTAL TO BEST 
INTERESTS OF PEOPLE OF NAMIBIA AND CONCLUDED 
INDICATING SOV SUPPORT FOR PERUVIAN PROPOSAL.
